A QUESTION OF COST. 

Asa fe ason Why there should be no change, it 
is claimed that the public money lost, strayed 
or stolen tinder Republican administrations has 
beeh less than under any or all former adminis- 
trations from WasHineTon’s down to 1861, The 
‘comparison is made in the specious form of 
percentages, and the figures are manipulated so 
as to fit the proposition that less than two mills 
represents the loss out of every $1,000 collected 
under Republican administrations, while thé 
foss under BUCHANAN was $3 81, and under 
JACKSON, $11 71. 

Congressman Post, however, has shown that 
these campaign figures do not tally with the 
reports of the Solicitors of the Treasury to the 
Attorney-General, These reports show that, 
after deducting $24,657,972 16 fecovered 
on the bonds of defaulting officers, 
the Government lost by the latter 
a net total of 645,527,625 27 during 
only twenty-three years of Republican -admin- 
istration, while the whole loss from W ASHING- 
TON’s first administration down to 1861, a per- 
iod of seventy-two years, amounted to but 


' $24,441,829 82, or a little more than half’ as 
much as Republican officials got away with in |: 


about one-third of the time. 

One of the stfongest arguments in favor of a 
change is the startling inconsistency of Repub- 
lican official statements in regard to these mat- 
ters, As Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Appropriations, Senator Davis of West. 
Virginia four years ago investigated the Treas- 
ury books and proved by the testimony of un- 
willing Treasur'y officials that those books bore 
marks of 13,000 erasures and of millions entered 
arbitrarily to make the accounts balance. The 
truth about those accounts will never be known 
till all the department books and 
records are placed in the custody 
of officials who are not constrained 
by party interest to hide discrepancies between 
appropriations and the enormous sums collected 
from taxpayers under Republican administra- 
tions. 

But when the worst is known in regard to 
embezzlements, defalcations and fraudulent cur- 
rency issues, the grand aggregate will be buta 
pitiful fraction of the sum total abstracted by 
rings under the forms of lawful appropriations, 
disbursements and contracts, The books can- 
not show how much has been wrested from the 
people by tariff monopolies empowered to tax 
the public enormously for private gain and not 
for any public purpose. They cannot show 
how much the various whisky rings have inter- 
cepted nor how much the Star Route rings and 
Indian rings* have stolen. If every cent col- 
lected and handled by Republican officials had 
been received into the Treasury and paid out 
in strict accordance with appropriations, the 
amounts otherwise abstracted to fill the land 
with Republican millionaires would exceed the 
whole cost of the Govetnment under 
any administration from the time of 
WASHINGTON to 1861. No trick of figures 
in regard to the proportion of mere defalcations 
to collections can obscure this factgwhich is the 
main-spring of the demand for a Ficus The 


people want something more than straight ac- 


counts and legal vouchers for their money. 
They want an economical government, extort- 
ing from them no more than is needed for pub- 
lic purposes and applying all its revenues and 
all its legislative powers strictly to such pur- 
poses rather than to private purposes and the 
creation and aggrandizement of a plutocracy. 


Asanumber of years have elapsed since 
HowaatE, the disbursing officer of the Signal 
Service Bureau, disappeared with several hun- 
dred thousand dollars of government money, 
the authorities at Washington have at last vent- 
ured to britig suit against his bondsmen for 
$12,000, The long wait was to enable him and 
his bondsmen to wind up their affairs and put 
their property beyond reach of executions.

F POLICE RELIEF FUND. 


Intéresting Report of the Committee Ap- 
pointed to Examine the Books. 

Con. Boland, Thomas M. Heffernan and Francis 
McFariand, a special committee appointed to ex- 
amine the books of the secretary and treasurer of 
the St. Louis Police Relief Association, have submit- 
ted their report as follows: 

First, we took up the books of the treasurer and 
examined fhem from Deceriber, 1888, up to date. 
We found the first receipts were $10,474 88 of old 
fund turned over to néw fund by Alex. Kinkead. 
Receipts from all sources since then amouiited to 
$20,881 50, and the expenses a little less than $21,800, 
leaving the amount paid out some $918 50 in excess 
of what was received during the existence of 
Association, one yéar and nine months. 
There Was a very 
sickness in that period, 
show the amount of sick felief paid out 
amounted to over $10,600. There was $10,000 paid 
to the widows and relatives of dead policemen, and 
$500 to officers througif the death of their wives. 
The running expenses, about $700, included furni- 
tute, stationery And saiaries, and were not too ex- 
travagaht, being about $400a year. All funds be- 
longing to the Association are kept in a box in the Safe 
Deposit Company, whoreceive $30 a year for its 

® keeping. The box contains $9,506 85, ail in cash. 

The following is nearly the correct amount of re- 
ceipts and the sources they were derived from: 
Police Court, $4,877; Criminal Court, $2,104; Court 
of Criminal Correction, $915; Circuit Court, $165; 
rewards, $759; United States Court, $13 50; bonds,

ATTITUDES AFTER DEATH. 


Strange Positions of Soldiers Killed 
Instantly in Battle. 
Dr. C. Ff. Brown-Sequard in Nature. 

One of the most striking examples of the 
strange fact that I am py Ke study was ob- 
served by Dr. Rossbach of Wurtaburg upon the 
battle-field of Beaumont, near Sedan, in 1870, 
He found the corpse of a soldier, half sitting, 
haif reclining upon the ground, and delicately 
holding a tin cup between his thumb and fore- 
finger, and directing it toward a mouth that 
was wanting. The poor man had, while in thi 
position, been killed by a cannon that took 
off his head and all of his face, except the lower 
jaw. The body and arms at the instant of 
death had suddenly taken on & rigidity that 
caused them afterwards to remain in the posi- 
tion in which they were when tlie head was re- 
moved. Twenty-four hours had elapsed since 
the battle, when Dr. Rossbach found the body 
in this state, 

A detachment of United States soldiers, for- 
aging around Goldsborough, N. C0., came sud- 
denly upon a small band of Southern troopers 
who had dismounted, These latter i te- 
ly jumped into their saddles and all scampered 
away, except one, after being ex to one 
round of fire. The soldier who did not escape 
was Mending UEeTEny one foot in his stirrup.

Queer Cases of Brutes Who Have 
Shuffied off This Mortal Coil. 
From thé New YorR Telegram. 

The authorities of the Zoological Gardens of 
Dublin have been preplexed—and not unatural- 
lyat the behavior of one of their finest. lion- 
esses. It would have been perfectly intelli- 
— though a little peculiar, if in devouring 
the carcass of a sheep, for instance, the lioness 
had commenced to solemnly devour the tail and 

the forepaws of a victim; but this par- 
ticular lioness has assiduously commenced to eat, 
not the tail and forepaws of a sheep, but her 
own.
